BOYNE CITY--Motions to in- 
crease funding for the long antici- 
pated Court Street Project, 
discussion on some changes in 
parking on Water Street and two 
public hearings were held at the 
April 14 Boyne City Commission 
meeting. 

Because of a lack of promised 
funding on the part of the federal 
government, the city’s Court 
Street Project is short $510,190.26 
in funding. To date congress has 
not fully funded the extension to 
the Map-21 Highway Bill which 
means that it has only sent two- 
thirds of funds to the states for 
distribution. The $889,912 project 
was to receive funding from four 
different sources the largest of 
which was the Federal Highways 
fund. After discussion the Com- 
mission passed a motion to pro- 
ceed with the reconstruction of 
Court Street from Lynn Street to 
North Street and North Street 
from Lynn Street to Court Street 
with hopes that the federal gov- 
ernment will follow the prece- 
dent it has set in the past by 
coming through with the money 
before the end of the fiscal year. 

City Manager Michael Cain ex- 
plained that the funding glitch

was completely out of the city’s 
control and that all the paper- 
work was in place.

A representative 
from their Board, Trustee Janet 
Blossom stated that, “This proj- 
ect is a high priority project for 
us and we wouldn’t be able to do 
this without the city so we’ll do 
our part.” 

Commissioner Derek Gaylord 
voted against the motion stating 
that he was not comfortable with 
it. “We’ve been spoiled by only 
having to pay percentages of our 
road projects, even if we put out 
$500,000 we’re still doing quite 
well as an average. I am cau- 
tiously going to support the ad- 
ministration's recommendation,” 
said Commissioner Tom Neid- 
hammer.

months. Currently the ordinance 
is somewhat “vague” according 
to the commission who asked 
Meyers to take a look at the lan- 
guage to tighten it up. Meyers 
came back with several changes, 
but explained that she had also 
left in language that would keep 
the commission flexible when it 
came to dealing with business 
owners. 

“You cannot write an ordi- 
nance for every single piece of 
property,” stated Meyers of why 
she left the sign ordinance open 
to some flexibility. 

Some of those changes could 
include banning billboards from 
being placed in the Township, 
but also changing the size of the 
signs allowed throughout the 
township from their current size 
of 2 feet in length to longer.

You take your dog for walks 
and brush your cat. You give 
them food and water and take 
them to the vet.

For more than 
25 years, researchers have 
found evidence that living 
with pets is good for your 
health. 

People with pets appear to 
handle stressful situations 
better than those without 
pets. Touch and movement, 
such as petting a dog or cat, 
are positive ways of reducing 
stress. Playing with a pet can 
also raise levels of serotonin 
and dopamine, which con- 
tribute to feeling of relaxation 
and well-being. Pet owners 
are less likely to suffer from 
depression and have reduced 
feelings of isolation and lone- 
liness. 

People with pets have lower 
blood pressure. Pet owners 
over age 65 make 30 percent 
fewer visit to their doctors. 
People who live with pets 
have lower triglyceride and 
cholesterol levels - indicators 
of heart disease. Heart attack 
patients who have pets sur- 
vive longer than those with- 
out. Cat owners are 40% less 
likely to have a heart attack 
and 30% less likely to die from 
a heart attack, compared to 
those who do not own cats. 
Also, the benefits of pet own- 
ership are not limited to four- 
legged pets - even watching 
fish swimming in an aquar- 
ium can reduce feelings of 
tension. 

Children raised in homes 
with pets are less likely to de- 
velop allergies or asthma.

Michigan continues to be a 
leader in community water fluor- 
idation with 90 percent of our 
population on community water 
systems having access to fluori- 
dated drinking water. While the 
majority of large community 
water systems do fluoridate, 
many systems still do not. Some 
have old equipment that pro- 
hibits the continuation of an ef- 
fective fluoridation program. The 
Fluoridation Equipment Grant 
initiative allows community 
water systems needing new and 


updated fluoride equipment to 
apply for funding. 

MDCH Oral Health Program 
awarded the following seven com- 
munity water systems funding 
for new fluoridation equipment, 
with grants totaling more than 
$48,000: 

City of Albion — $6,356 

City of Bangor — $17,678 

City of Dowagiac — $2,729 

City of East Jordan — $5,000 

City of Gladstone — $5,375 

City of Otsego — $6,687 

Village of Quincy — $6,942 

The community water systems 
went through a competitive re- 
view process and were chosen 
based on top scores achieved for 


application criteria. The seven 
chosen were scored on need, pop- 
ulation size, evidence of fluorida- 
tion approval from their 
community, and inclusion of all 
requested information. Between 
April 1, 2015 and September 15, 
2015, the water systems can pur- 
chase the requested fluoridation 
equipment and have the equip- 
ment installed and operational 
within six months. 

The Michigan Oral Health 
Coalition Annual Conference in 
June 2015 will honor and recog- 
nize these grantees at a luncheon 
during the conference with a cel- 
ebration of the 70th anniversary 
of community water fluoridation.

Recently I read about local 
parks and beaches that have gone 
tobacco-free, like the City of East 
Jordan, City of Charlevoix and 
City of Harbor Springs. I think 
this is a step in the right direction 
and I encourage more municipali- 
ties to consider doing the same. I 
would love to take my young 
daughter to the beach this sum- 
mer and not have to worry about 
her finding cigarette butts in the 
sand, as I remember doing when I 
was little. 

The beautiful lakes and 
beaches are what put many 
Northern Michigan communities 
“on the map” and should be 
treated as such. The responsibil- 
ity to keep our waters and 
beaches clean falls into the hands 
of each community member and 
the policy makers within those 
communities. I hope to see our 
area parks and beaches go to- 
bacco free as well!

WATER WOES FINALE 


To the Editor, 


PENULTIMATE to what ap- 
pears to be a tear-up, at least par- 
tially, to Williams Street, East 
Jordan, a plumber applied an air 
compressor to the interior pipes 
at 106 Williams since the progno- 
sis had been that sludge from old 
exterior underground pipes, plus 
temporary water from an adja- 
cent fire hydrant, had infiltrated 
the household pipes thereby ob- 
structing them from delivering 
water pressure to the upper 
floors. 

The basement of 106 contains a 
bakery therefore a number of 
sinks; the floors above are three 
apartments which were receiving 
minimal or no water. The prog- 
nosis seemed logical. The air 
compressor, however, failed to re- 
lieve the pressure problem 
though did manage to blow one 
cpvc pipe on the top floor. 

The next step after a pipe re- 
pair was a reconnection to the 
fire hydrant, that interim move 
due to the deep freeze of 2015 (- 


200) multiple nights, a garden 
hose direct to the meter connec- 
tion underground. This had been 
disconnected when a meter was 
reconnected as the weather 
warmed but failed to deliver 
water. Very mysterious, thought 
all concerned — did it freeze im- 
mediately? Not likely, must be 
obstruction in the lines some- 
where. If so that would mean 
that the problem is the home- 
owner’s because the City’s re- 
sponsibility stops just beyond the 
meter, one would presume at the 
sidewalk line where home owner- 
ship begins, sidewalk to sidewalk, 
66 feet, being City property. 

It should be explained further 
that the City water had pumped 
the supposed sediment into the 
house through either the fire hy- 
drant or the original pipes lead- 
ing to the meter. But the City 
Charter says differently, to the ef- 
fect that the City has no jurisdic- 
tion within the private property. 
This is a stickler of a conundrum 
because this is City water being 
pumped in yet the City is not re- 
sponsible for any detritus 
pumped to various homes af- 
fected. Problems of ethics don’t 
necessarily apply to problems of 
utility. 

Yet the City Manager sent a 
plumber to unclog the house 
lines, the cost being inchoate as 
to who pays but the plumber indi- 
cated that the City does not and 
yet it was the City who called 
him. Appraising the household 
plumbing pipe, all cpvc, a con- 
geries of lines boggles the imagi- 
nation, all snaked through floors, 
walls, having been the result of 
decades of add-ons. Thus the at- 
tempt at air pressure blown 
through the lines. 

In any case, the upshot as 
viewed from another garden hose 
hooked to the fire hydrant and 
the meter connection indicates 
that the City will now dig up 
some pavement to replace the 
rusted crusted water line leading 
to the meter, bolstered by painted 
marks on the pavement, a gas line 
indicator nearby, and a truck la- 
beled USIC, the country’s leading 


utility damage prevention service 
for underground utility lines. 
That would seem to conclude the 
contract to redo at least some of 
the old pipework underground, 
presumably extending back many 
generations to the original plot- 
ting of City water pipes. It’s not 
clear exactly when the pipes were 
placed or whether the City pro- 
vided the line into the house 
since most towns and cities place 
water meters inside the home’s 
basement but East Jordan’s are 
underground just outside of the 
homes’ boundaries. Another 
grey area of responsibility. 

Our intrepid renter at 106 had 
previously called a rooter com- 
pany to inspect the premises, 
which coincided with a visit by 
the City Manager, an estimate of 
$500-$2500 was proffered to clean 
the interior lines. Not quite ac- 
ceptable hence the subsequent 
plumber summoned by the City 
Manager. 

It remains to be seen just how 
extensive this upgrade will need 
to be. With some 85 houses af- 
fected by the freeze this could 
conceivably be expensive, even if 
approached one block at a time, 
which would be the necessary 
plan since traffic needs to move, 
utility repairs being a major con- 
sideration for any town. My the- 
ory has been that since decades 
ago snow and ice covered all 
streets and roads due to less so- 
phisticated snow plow equipment 
thus more insulating cover for 
underground pipes whereas in re- 
cent years streets are often found 
to be free of snow and ice thereby 
leaving pipes more exposed to 
freezes, this past winter being on 
record as the coldest in some 
fifty-odd years of recordkeeping. 

With discrepancies of policy 
and opinion there’s still no doubt 
that everyone concerned wants to 
do the right thing. This isa 
unique situation needing address. 
Climate change might be labeled 
a four-letter word but it’s clear 
that it’s upon us.

One of those neighbors in 
specific sent a letter to the com- 
mission which was written by 
their attorney, Timothy Arner, 
who reviewed Warner’s applica- 


tion before attending the meeting. 


In the letter, Arner noted that in 
his opinion the application was 
not sufficiently filled out and did 
not meet the requirements for ap- 
proval.
